LONDON. April 4.—Premier Lloyd 


George, in opening today's parliamen- 
tary emergency session, called by 
King George as a result of the great 
coal strike, announced the government 
had taken over the control of all coal 
in the United Kingdom. 


This ^converts the strike to a fight 


between the miners and the govern- 
ment. The premier prefaced his state- 
ment by reading King George's emer- 
gency message calling parliament into 
session a week prior to the originally 
appointed date. 


He announced the parliament de- 


bate on the strike will begin tomor- 
row.

Also, in three townships 
in Iowa 51 per cent of the children 
were underweight.

there is a local feeling that it is need- j 
ed. It is then made certain that the [ 
milk Is pure and wholesome, that the!

tributor, and the consumer. In such [ 
campaigns the Dairy Division co-op- j 
erates always with the State agricul- 
tural college, and the college gets the 
co-operation of tha local agencies."

progress of child welfare " 


Value of Milk in the Diet. 


The value of milk in the diet has 


been shown very strikingly in 
the 


milk-feeding demonstrations carried 
on in the schools. In Kansas City, for 
instance, a survey in a certain school 
district In May. 191$. disclosed that 37 
per cent of the children were under- 
nourished. They were given a school 
Is.nch of mfik and graham crackers, 
and by September, the percentage of 
iindernutrition had fallen to 25 per 
cent 
The following March only 3 7 


ppr cent were below weight, and it 
was expected that all would be brot 
up to normal weight in a short time. 
Similar results have been obtained in 
other cities. 


Thf value of milk for older children 


and grown ups is brot out in a trihntp 
to milk from the president of a wo- 


' man's college in the south: "For 67 
years we have never had a death of 
a boaxd.ng school student. We have 
our own herd of dairy cows. 
What 


milk we cannot use we sell. We went 
thru the flu epidemic safely by keep- 
ing the dormitories 
heated 
evenly, 


and then feeding milk."
